w hales come dally to a little inlet and 
are milked, each of them giving five 
to seven hogsheads a day of milk. 
W hen the adventurous Prof. Mulier 
began to experiment with cow-whales 
he found great difficulty in persuading 
them to keep still while being milked. 
The whales could not understand the 
process. 
But they like good things to 
eat, particularly sw eets. 
They were
